But  $he  country  alone  does  not 
enjoy  the  monopoly  of  beauty  given  by 
groves  and  fo  rests.  Last  Autumn  many 
of  our  city  streets  were  gloriously  beauti¬ 
ful  with  the  j  ieturesque  and  many-hued 
foliage  of  the  maples;  and  the  near-by- 
groves  were  magnificent  with  the  ming¬ 
ling  of  the  scarlet  sweet-gum  leaves  with 
the  yellow  of  the  hickory  ami  the  glossy 
green  and  rus  ket  of  the  oak.
